Recommended Action

Annual Fix a Leak Week of March 17-23, 2014.

Executive Summary

As a public water agency, it is important that we remind our customers to conserve water, and one way of accomplishing
that is to fix water leaks in and around homes and businesses.

More than 1 ftrillion gallons of water are lost annually across the U.S. due to easy-to-fix household leaks; the U.S.
Environmental Protection Agency’'s (EPA’s) WaterSense program has announced its sixth annual Fix a Leak Week of
March 17-23, 2014.

The 2014 Fix a Leak Week theme is “Chasing Leaks.” Correcting household leaks can save homeowners an average of
more than 10,000 gallons of water per year, or the amount of water in a typical backyard swimming pool. Finding and
fixing leaks around the home can be as simple as check, twist, and replace: « Check toilets for leaks by putting a few
drops of food coloring into the tank; wait a few minutes and see if color appears in the bowl before you flush. If it does,
there’s a leak. » Twist on a new faucet aerator or showerhead, and tighten hose and pipe connections. « Replace fixtures
with water efficient technology, which are certified to use 20 percent less water and perform as well or better than
standard models.

Award of Motor Control Center Contract for the Secondary Improvement Project to Rough Brothers, Inc. of $24,422.27

Recommended Action

That the Board: (1) Award the Contract for the Motor Control Center for the Secondary Improvement Project to Rough
Brothers, Inc. in the amount of $24,422.27; and (2) authorize the General Manager to execute all contract documents.

Executive Summary

The Secondary Improvements Project (Master Plan Project No. 4) is currently being advertised for bid. This project was
included in the Wastewater Master Plan and the 2013-2014 CIP and Capital Financed Projects. This project includes the
construction of a new clarifier and oxidation ditch. This project also includes the construction of a new Motor Control
Center (MCC) building similar to the MCC building constructed as part of the recently completed Solar Dryer Project.

Rough Brothers, Inc. provided the buildings for the solar dryers and the MCC building for the solar dryers. Because the
new MCC for the Secondary Project is an exact match of the one just provided for the solar dryers, the District was in a
position to obtain a new identical MCC building at a very low cost from Rough Brothers and have the two MCC buildings
match each other.

Therefore, the District recommends purchase of a second MCC building directly from Rough Brothers. Final cost
proposal from Rough Brothers was $22,509.00, plus Tax in the amount of $1,913.27 for a total project cost of
$24,422.27. The erection of the building will be by the general contractor for the Secondary Improvements Project.

Executive Summary

The Town of Discovery Bay CSD has hosted two annual Earth Day and Family Festival events. The first, which took place on
April 21, 2012 was held at Slifer Park, and was a huge success. Over 200 residents volunteered their time and energy to plant
over 120 street and park trees; preform a clean up our environmentally sensitive wetlands area. In 2013, our resident
volunteers worked together to install a Blue Star Memorial at Slifer Park and thirty garden plots at the new Discovery Bay
Community Center. These events not only promote environmental stewardship with our community but also provided a sense
of community.

As Earth Day grows closer, Staff has begun to discuss and plan for this year's event. The event itself is really a two-fold
endeavor; one, an environmental or community improvement project and two, a small family friendly festival focused on health,
environment and community.

For the volunteer projects this year, staff is recommending a Landscape Improvement and Modification Project at the
Community Center. The project, once completed, would provide the Community Center site with some much needed ‘Curb
Appeal’ and also a space for Discovery Bay’s first official off-leash dog area. (See attached drawing and memo outlining the
project)

This year’s festival will be condensed into a shorter program than has previously taken place. Attached is a draft of the event
program. Though it is not fully defined or set, the event would follow closely.

The anticipated estimated costs for the two projects and the festival are $9,000.00. Historically, the majority of the funding for
the Earth Day events has come from Sponsorship; however, the District does budget for events. Please see the attached
spreadsheet for estimated costs and funding methods.

Staff requests approval of volunteer projects, the estimated budget, and direction to seek sponsorships and donations for the
2014 Earth Day and Family Festival event.

Dear Board,

The installation/addition of an off-leash dog area at the Discovery Bay Community Center has been
presented to you as part of the 2014 Earth Day volunteer project. Due to possible sensitivity of this issue
as well as its lengthy history, | am providing a brief summary of the considerations for this recommended
project.

In 2010-2011, after residents expressed requests and concerns over safety issues and lack of appropriate
off-leash areas for animals in Discovery Bay, the Board approved $85,000 of Capital Improvement
funding from Zone 8 for the construction of an official Dog Park. During preliminary research into
District owned land in the Zone 8 boundary, it was determined that there was no suitable location
(Cornell) for the Dog Park and staff broadened its search for a location into other Landscape Zones within
Discovery Bay.

On December 8th, 2011 staff presented conceptual plans for two newly identified areas for possible off-
leash parks at a Special Public Meeting at Timber Point Elementary School. The areas considered were
the landscaped area north of the Park and Ride along Bixler Road, and a portion of Slifer Park east of the
Basketball Court. Ultimately, staff was directed to send a letter of support of the off-leash park being
constructed at Slifer Park to Contra Costa County Special Districts Dept. (Owner).

In the interim, two major factors have slowed the progress of the project: 1) Capital improvement projects
for Zones 57 and 61 have been tabled until a permanent agreement or transfer of Park ownership has
occurred between the District and the County. 2) Possible developer intent on developing a dog park in
the future Newport Point neighborhood off of Newport Drive.

On January 23, 2013 the Board adopted Ordinance No. 22, which prohibited animals off-leash at any
District owned Park. Violators of this Ordinance face a fine of $250 per occurrence. There remains no
official off-leash area for residents to exercise their animals.

Recent conversations and sponsorship commitments started new discussions on possible locations. The
area identified at the Community Center is almost fully fenced. It is irrigated and turfed. The location is
not currently utilized for any recreational activities. Until future building additions on the Community
Center site, this area would remain unused.

The location provides a small space for an off-leash park at very reasonable costs. It does not provide a
full scale off-leash park, or one that provides for all of the accommodations that our residents have
requested. However, it could potentially offer a temporary (2-3 years) solution for the lack of appropriate
off-leash space for dog owners.

The addition of an off-leash dog area would bring additional attention and visitation to the new
Community Center. The project can be installed for minimal costs. The off-leash area would offer
residents a reasonable alternative to risking violation of Park Ordinances. It is for these reasons that Staff
recommends adding the Off-leash dog park area to the volunteer project list for our 2014 Earth Day event.
